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GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Senate, and House of Representatives /. 


The government under which we live is peculiar in its leading” 
and essential characteristics—peculiar in its adaptation to the 
wants and necessities of a free people—a prosperous, growing 
people. To frame and administer laws in perfect keeping with 
these principles should be the constant and unremitting aim of 
those called upon to act. You have been called from your usual 
pursuits by the suffrages of your fellow citizens to the important 
work of legislation. Coming, as you do, fresh from the people, 
and an intimate ássociation with them, you are presumed to under- 
stand their wants and wishes fully, and no doubt is entertained but 
that your time and ability will be faithfully devoted to their true 
interests. 

In discharge of an official duty imposed upon me by the Consti- 
tution, I hereby communicate to you “the condition of the State, 
and recommend such measures as experience and judgment deem. 
expedient," which, in connection with your own wisdom, it is 
hoped, will aid you in your labors. f 

The growth of the State, during the greater portion of the past 
two years, has been rapid and unprecedented. The principal immi- 
gration has been direeted to the western portion of the State, in 
quest of cheap, fertile lands. The crude and erroneous idea for- 
merly prevailing as to the adaptability of our entire State to- 
profitable cultivation, has been exploded by actual experiment. 
Our population has quite doubled itself within two years past, 
numbering -now, without doubt, at least three hundred thousand 
souls. Among the older settlements, substantial improvements 
have kept pace with the increased population of the newer por- 
tions of the State. Railway construction has enlarged the means 
of communication. Popular education, in its progress, has been 
more than commensurate with other developments. The produc- 
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tions of the State, with exceptions hereinafter referred to, have 
gratified expectations. Such development and progress is, per- 
haps, without par-allel in the history of states, and cannot be 
otherwise than satisfactory to interested participants. 


FINANCIAL AFFAIRS. 


The reports of the State Treasurer and State Auditor, herewith 
submitted and made a part of this message, will be found full and 
detailed, showing the exact financial condition of affairs in the 
State. The Auditor’s report, particularly, will present such desired 
information as the people before have not been possessed of. Both 
reports cannot fail to prove interesting—in many respects gratify- 
ing, and will suggest to the thoughtful legislator and citizen 
important matters for consideration and action. These reports are, 
‘by law, made up to the 30th day of November. At that date, it 
was shown by the Treasurer’s report : 

The balanee on hand at date of last report, Dec. Ist, 1872, 
‘$198,287.65. Receipts from that date to date of present report, 
-$1,469,408.04, making total receipts from all sources, of $1,667,- 
695.69. The total disbursements were $1,433,152.28, leaving a 
balance on hand of $234,543.41. 

Out of this general balance on hand, there has been apportioned 
since the date of the report, to the Temporary School Fund, over 
$184,000, and paid out for various other purposes, nearly the entire 
amount named, leaving actually in the treasury, at this date, not to 
exceed, perhaps, $10,000 to $20,000. 

State warrants are now, and have been for a year past, at par, 
eash being paid by the Treasurer, on presentation. The registered 
warrants have all been paid. The State has no bonded indebted- 
ness. There are now outstanding evidences of State indebtedness: 
the permanent Investment of the Common School Fund, General 
Fund warrants, $184,119.67, and certificate of State indebtedness 
for a former investment under authority of law, $158,837.67 ; total 
State investment in School Fund, $542,957.34, drawing ten per 
eent, interest. This being a permanent investment, only the 
interest ‘is to provide for. About $60,000 “ Building Fund war- 
rants,” for the payment of which no provision exists, are outstand- 
ing, and of which more detailed information will be given herein- 
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after. About $35,000 Penitentiary Building Fund warrants 
have been issued, and not paid, because of the tax for that purpose 
not being collected. The total property valuation in the State, as 
returned to the Anditor, for 1874, was $81,218,813.42, from which 
is deducted $464,769.25 valuation, exempt from taxation by reason 
of tree planting, as provided by law, leaving the net total valuation 
for taxable purposes $80,754,044.17. 

The total per cent. levy for all State purposes, for the year 1874, 
was six and one-fourth mills on the dollar, and should realize the 
following revenue : |

The total delinquent taxes due in the State as shown by the 
Auditor’s books, are $599,460.47. 

This, gentlemen of this Assembly, isa brief; presentation of the 
financial condition of the State. 

Upon the successful management of its finances depends the suc- 
6688 and prosperity of the State. In a great measure, the success- 
ful management depends upon the system and laws, or machinery 
by which it is carried on. These depend upon the law-makers. 
Therefore, upon you, the representatives of the people, rests the 
great responsibility. To maintain a reputation and standing, at 
home and abroad, the same rules should govern the State, as do 
individuals. Expenditures or disbursements should not exceed re- 
eeipts, or resources. Economy and sound judgment should alike ~ 
prevail. In all these, there is, in this State, demand for improve- 
` ment. To illustrate, in the matter of receipts and expenditures, 
approximately, and in round numbers: The disbursements desig- 
nated for the past two years, were $600,000, while the resources 
were but $400,000. Other points will be referred to under appro- 
priate heads.

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REVENUE AND TAXATION. 


. Government being universally recognized among the wants of 


‘men, its maintenanceis provided for by contributions from all inter- 


ested in its existence, by a system familiarly known and called taxa- 
tion. In this, the true principle is, that each subject ought to con- 
tribute to the support of the government by which he or she is pro- 
tected, as nearly as possible, in proportion to their respective abilities. 
No good citizen will consider it a burthen, or imposition, thus to con- 
tribute. While itis contended that any exemption from taxation is 
wrong in principle, it is equally objectionable in practice. Theex- 
emption of one dollar from taxation, only opens the door for ten 
more to illegitimately evade. For instance, in this State, as shown 
and stated, the total property valuation for taxable purposes, is a 
fraction over eighty millions of dollars. While the fact is, there is 
not less than three hundred millions dollars’ worth of property in 
the State, which should be made to yield revenue. With universal 
and equal taxation, promptly collected, the poor man, designed 
to be benefitted by existing exemptions, will have by far less to 
pay than now; so smallan amountin fact, that the tax gatherer will 
be unable to make change. It is not persons of limited means 
who obtain the advantage of either exemptions or evasions; but 
they of more ample possessions. 

The people of this State complain of excessive taxation, and 
are disposed, without being properly informed, to charge the ill 
where it does not belong. One of the causes is that just referred 
to—exemptions and evasions. Another and by far greater, however, 
is that of local expenditures, or indebtedness; a matter directly 
and exélusively in the hands of the people, and which they them- 
selves can remedy, and they only. 

A detailed tabular statement is herewith submitted, received of- 
ficially, from the several organized counties in the State, showing 
the aggregate local outstanding indebtedness incurred by vote of : 
the people, to be a fraction less than four and one-half millions of 
dollars. Itis respectfully, though urgently suggested that addi- 
tional restraining provisions be thrown around the mode and manner 
of voting aid to the various and numerous enterprises so frequently 
presented the people. While as a general rule, the principle of 
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majorities governing is correct, and in keeping with the genius of 
our institutions, it is submitted, whether in the matter of voting 
bonds, a two-thirds vote should not be required, as well as that the 
per cent. allowable under existing laws, be decreased. : 

The total State tax levy for all purposes the current year, as 
shown, is but six and one-quarter mills on the dollar. In fact, the 
two mill tax for school purposes is not a part of the state expendi- 
tures, as it is apportioned semi-annually to the several counties. 
Therefore, the total for all State purposes, is but four and ohe- 
quarter mills on the dollar. A judiciously adjusted system of rev- 
enue, could be made to reduce this one-half to three-fourths 
at least. 

To secure the greatest harmony, and consequent prosperity, a 
permanent, easily worked and understood system of revenue should 
prevail. In this State, ag: well as formerly in the Territory, con- 
fusion existed, and still exists in revenue matters, more because of 
instability, or rather lack of continuous system. We change too 
often. Scarce two tax levies are collected successively under the 
same law. Each session of the legislature makes changes. 

Our existing revenue law, while by some thought defective, 
others who have given investigation and attention, deem it ade- 
quate. In the matter of assessing bank stock, it is claimed there 
is an unjust diserimination between national and state banks, in 
favor of the latter. The law does not seem to bear such interpre- 
tation. In most instances it is believed the fault is more in defec- 
tive administration than in the law.itself. 

There is injustiee in the inequality and irregularity of valua- 
tions as practiced and shown. The same land divided only be a 
precinct line, one tract is valued as low as $5.00 per acre and the 
adjoining at $25.00. "The average value of lands in one eounty in 
this state as returned, shows à gradual increase in five years, from 
$5.00 an acre to $16. 90, and for the next four, a variable gradation 
from the last named value, to $9.00 per acre. Another county, 
from an average valuation of $12.95 per acre in 1872, runs down 
to $3.46 in 1874. Still another county shows a variation in three ' 
years from $2.50 per acre to 48 cents per acre, and from 48 cents 
per acre, the next succeeding year, up to ST. 40 and down again in 
1874 to $3.50. 

In the matter of taxation, I reiterate the proposition announced 
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in my preceding message, that the true principle is to exempt 
nothing. Let the property of each individual who enjoys the pro- 
tection of the government, be taxed to sustain it, at its actual cash 
value. 

The amendment to the revenue law made at last session of the 
legislature, providing for a more summary process of collecting- 
taxes than heretofore existed, while intended to apply to all delin- 
quent taxes, is found to be applicable only to those prior to toi 2.. 
To this defect your attention is ealled. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


Through the proper channels, you will beadvised as to estimates. 
required í for eurrent State expenditures, and other appropriations. 
usual and indispensable in all states. You need scarcely be 
reminded of the depressed condition of affairs throughout the 
country at large, and therefore the demand for rigid economy. 
With this precaution however, other important facts must not be- 
lost sight of. In accepting statehood, important and indispensable 
duties and obligations were assumed which cannot be evaded: 
prominent among which are the education of the people; humane: 
provisions for the unfortunate, insane, blind, deaf and dumb, and 
idiotic—and restraining and reformation of the vicious. These 
duties cannot be repudiated or laid aside, the inconsiderate and 
hasty expression, “not another dollar? for this or that, to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. The essentials named, are not only perma- 
nent, but constantly increasing, and demand from you, the delegated 
power of the people, dispassionate consideration and attention, to. 
the end that the good name and reputation of the Commonwealth . 
be not impaired. 

“While not admissible under existing circumstances, to push 
every department to greatest efficiency, it cannot be otherwise than. 
suicidal to every true interest to suspend, or even retrogade. 

A geological survey of the State, and the development of the: 
coal and galt interests, are demanded, at as early a day as practica- 
ble.

EDUCATION. 


The report of the Superintendent of Public Instruction for the 
years 1873 and 1874 is most gratifying to the friends of education. 
At the close of the fiscal year 1872, there were 538 school houses 


in the State, valued at about $700,000. The present report shows 1345 
school houses, valued at a fraction over $1,300,000. Anincrease of 
ever eight hundred buildings, and$600,000 valuation in the two years. 
The total number of pupils at the close ofthe year 1872 was 51,123; 
: at the close of 1874 72,991, showing an increase in the two years of 
,31,868. The total amount of school money apportioned by the 
‘Superintendent for the years 1871 and 1872 was somewhat over 
$370,000. The past two years the total amount apportioned was 
nearly $100,000 of an increase. At the close of the year 1872 
there were 1,512 qualified teachers in the State. The reports for 
1873 and 1874 show 2,200. 

This gratifying progress the past two years, is not only attributa- 
bie to the educational spirit abroad among our people, but to the 
ability and unremitting labors of the State Superintendent as well. 

The average cost of tuition per pupil for two years, has been 
within a fraction of two dollars per month. 

The temporary School Fund of the State as collected and used 
the past two years, was derived from the following sources:

Omitting the two mill State tax, as now required by law, the 
annual resources should be: ten per cent. interest on $1,119,621.44, 
school lands sold, being $111,962.14, the same interest on $419,- 
947.34, permanent investment of the State Board, being $41,994.73, 
and $14,640.85 from leased lands, making a total of $168,597.72. 
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If the past, however, is to be taken as a criterion for the future in 
the matter of interest on school land sold, that item would be 
materially less than indicated. The income from leased school 
lands will be increased, rather than diminished hereafter. 
The edueational endowment of the State is liberal and abundant. 
its management is of the greatest importance. The school lands 
alone, if sold at the minimum price fixed by law, would create a 
Permanent School Fund of over twenty millions of dollars. The 
manner of investing the Permanent Fund has differed in different 
states. In this Stato there is a difference of opinion, as to whether 
the fund should be loaned, or manipulated under the control and 
management of one State hend, or authority, or distributed to the 
counties and managed by local authorities. Fortunately thus far 
for our State, its principal management has been by State author- 
ities. The most prosperous and satisfactory handling of the School 
Fund in other states, is where the distributive system has never 
prevailed. Many states at a time adopting it, have abandoned the 
plan, as great losses invariably resulted. The experience of other 
stato», therefore, as well as facts in our own, as I shall show, are 
all in favor of a general state system, and of investments in home 
securitics. The school lands are now sold by the county authori- 
ties, and while true, the notes are given to the State, they are still 
held by the county authorities, who have in hand the collecting of 
the annual interest. There are now outstanding evidences of in- 
debtedness for lands sold, $1,119,621.44, which should yield, if 
promptly collected and accounted for, to the Temporary School 
Fund, $111,962.14 annually; whereas, it has returned, under the 
present management, but $69,209.48, showing a loss to the fund in 
one year of $49,659.66. Again, in the matter of personal loans, as 
eompared with State and other securities of similar character: there 
are twenty-five loans to individuals outstanding. Of this number 
but five have paid the interest promptly, some not at all. On the 


. amount invested by the present State Board in General Fund State 


war-ants, State Certificates of Indebtedness, and local School District 
bonds, every mill has been paid promptly. These facts appear in 
detailed reports, and to which your attention is invited. 

The law permitting almost unrestrained freedom on the part of 
school districts to issue bonds, has well nigh, in instances, proved 
disastrous. Some districts have recklessly involved themselves be- 
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yond ability to pay, and as a consequence, are struggling under a 
burthen that must impede their progress for years. The extrava- 
gant disposition to issue bonds, has also reduced their value in the 
market to such an extent, as to render them almost unsalable at 
any price. Under these cireumstances, and to guard against the evil 
in future, it is recommended that the law be amended, to prohibit 
an excess of indebtedness beyond ten per cent. of the total valua- 
tion of property in the district, and to require a tax levy sufficient ` 
to meet obligations. 

The existing system of superintendencies, while perhaps defec- 
tive in some respects, is doing much towards giving life and eff- 
eiency to the cause of education. With slight revision respecting 
duties, qualifications, and election, greater efficiency would inure. 

During especially the past year, a praiseworthy interest has 
been awakened among teachers and the people, through the instru- 
mentality of Institutes held and well attended. With a small ap- 
propriation—say $2,000—to secure the services of competent in- 
structors, much more good could. be accomplished in the matter of 
establishing uniformity in methods of instruction. 

If the purpose of the founders of the common school system, 
and the policy of the State be to furnish every child, regardless of 
pecuniary or social conditions, the advantages of an education suf- 
ficient to place them in positions of usefulness and respectability, 
which ignorance can never acquire, may it not be wisdom to pro- 
wide that parents and guardians shall not neglect to embrace the 
provisions afforded. 


STATE UNIVERSITY. 


The report of the regents of the State University contains full 
and detailed information as to proceedings of the Board. Also, a 
financial statement of moneys received and disbursed, together 
with a catalogue of Professors, Assistant Officers and students. It 
will be seen that the Literary and Agricultural Colleges are now 
in successful operation, with an enrollment of over one hundred 
students, coming from all portions of the State, most of whom are ` 
aiming to accomplish the college course. , 

The entire expenses of the University are shown to be, for the 
year 1873, $30,241.87; for the year 1874, $26,805.63. In these 
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expenditures are embraced the items of $8,154.51, paid for putting 
in portions of the new foundation of the building; $380.30, re- 
pairs on the chapel, and other items of permanent character. The 
actual running expenses of the University are about $20,000.00 
each year. The greater portions, perhaps all, of the foundations 
of the outer walls of the building will need to be replaced at no 
distant day. To this, and the re-imbursement of money expended 
by the regents as stated, your attention is ealled. 

Regent Dungan having resigned his position, and the terms of ser- 
vice of regents Chase and Longley expiring on the first of March next, 
it will be your duty in joint session, to elect one Regent from each 
of the judicial districts to fill the vacancies, and to serve for the 
term of six years. 

As the endowment lands for the use of the University are prin- 
eipally in the undeveloped borders of the State, and, therefore, 
their utilization not practicable for immediate benefits, it is recom- 
mended that the fourth of one mill levy for support of the institu- 
tion be continued for the present. 


AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 


Until the commencement of the current term of the University 
very little progress had been made in the matter of the Agricultn- 
ral College. At present itis in flourishing condition. In dischage 
of a duty imposed upon me by the act organizing the Uuniversity, 
as well as that of a special act passed at the last session of the leg- 
islature, I set aside two sections of saline lands for the purpose of 
a model farm in connection with the Agricultural College. None 
of these lands however, were suited for the farm, and therefore 
selections were made with a view to realization, and purchase of 
lands adapted. These lands have been disposed of by order of the 
Regents, and 320 acres other lands purchased admirably adapted 
for the purpose desired. Two hundred acres are under cultivation 
with valuable improvements, buildings, fencing, hedging, groves, 
and orchard. Already the good effects of this move are perceptible. 
Students are entering the College, and occupying every available 
accommodation on the farm. There are now twelve students in the 
agricultural course. As these provisions become known, there will 
be handsome increase, The aim has been to move cautiously, and 
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profit by the experience of other states in this field. The object is 
to build up an institution broad, comprehensive, and practical, 
where the highest science may be made tributary to the advance- 
ment of the humblest useful art: a school where learning and 
labor, so long separated, may be united and work in harmony. 
The policy of the State should be, the better education of the indus- 
trial classes. Our future wealth is in the fertility of our broad 
acres. These demand skilled labor, that they may produce a max- 
imum of commercial value, with a minimum of human labor. 
Only by calling to our aid every available means of cheapening 
productions, can we bring our products into successful competition 
with other states nearer the great markets. The work is fairly 
begun. Itneeds but your fostering care to make it an institution 
not only of pre-eminent utility in the development of the 
Commonwealth, but every way worthy the state and the age. 


NORMAL SCHOOL. . 


This indispensable branch of our educational system, is in excel- 
lent condition. The new building, as far as completed—and occu- 
pied but little over a year—is now full. The faculty consists of 
nine professors and assistants. Two hundred and ten students are 
enrolled. The old building has been fitted up for a boarding hall 
and dormitory, and is valued at $15,000. - The new building cost 
$28,500 and the furniture and fixtures $3,000. There is, in con- 
nection with the school, and upon which the buildings are erected, 
sixty acres of land valued at $50.00 per acre, making the total 
Normal School improvements valuation $49,5C0. 

The expense of conducting the school for two years, has been 
about $20,000. The salaries of teachers and some other expenses 
have been unpaid since July last. $35,000 are asked for to carry 
foward this school for the current two years. This sum, besides 
defraying current expenses, will finish the building, provide some- 
what for the library and apparatus, and liquidate amounts now 
outstanding. ` 

The work which has been, and is now being done in this school, 
is of vital importance to the educational interests of the State, and ' 
cannot be over-fostered or over-estimated. The rooms in the 
basement are in great need of completion for model sehool pur- 
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poses. The library, apparatus, and cabinet are very meagre indeed, _ 
without which it is impossible to afford and impart a proper 
degree of culture and intelligence. 


DEAF AND DUMB INSTITUTE. 


The report of the Board of Directors of the Nebraska Institute 
for Deaf and Dumb shows a total of expenses for the two years 
past of $19,295.49, leaving a balance of the appropriation unex- 
pended of $13,121.21. A portion of this sum was expended for 
permanent improvements. The ordinary running expense will be 
about $8,000. For the coming two years, estimates are presented 
for $47,700, in which are ineluded provisions for additional build- 
ing and other permanent improvements. Thirty-six pupils are 
now in attendance. While a large number of deaf mutes in the 
State do not profit by the provision made for them, as large a 
proportionate number avail themselves of the benefits of the insti- ` 
tution as perhaps any state in the Union. 

The detailed report is herewith transmitted for your examination 
and consideration. 


INSANE HOSPITAL. 


In compliance with the requirements of an act passed at the last 
session of the Legislature, organizing and defining the “ Nebraska 
Hospital for the Insane," I appointed Dr. Chas. F. Stewart Super- 
intendent and Physician, Dr. S. M. MeGlumphy Assistant Physi- 
cian, and D. W. Scott, Chas. Matthewson and A. D. Williams 
Trustees. The reports of the Trustees and Superintendent are 
herewith submitted, from which it will be seen that the portion 
of the new building completed, is now oceupied. The total number 
of inmates is fifty-four; total number admitted the past year, 
twenty-five; discharged during the same time, eighteen; total 
number of eases under treatment the past year, seventy.five; the 
total expenses of the year, $29,976.05; showing a balance of appro- 

priations unexpended of $12,183.05 for the two years past. 
~ The management of the Hospital has been highly commendable, 
and success most gratifying. Every effort has been made to accom- 
modate the most necessitous cases seeking admission. Yet from 
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want of room, it has been utterly impossible to receive all apply- 
ing. 
The demands for inereased accommodations by the erection of 
the south wing of the building, are so imperative as to scarcely 
warrant discussion. The insane are a most unfortunate class whom 
no consideration can justify neglecting. All the considerations 
that impel us to relieve other distresses, call with increased em- 
phasis to provide for those, who, in addition to utter inability to 
provide for themselves, are afflicted with that most grievous of all 
sufferings, the blighting of every hope. 

This institution, under the provisions of the law organizing it, 
is not so expensive to the State as a cursory thought might indi- 
eate. The counties being required to pay into the State Treasury 
eompensation for board and clothing, has the past year reimbursed 
nearly one-half the appropriation. The State is simply agreeing 
to provide a Hospital for the treatment of this unfortunate class. 
It is not, as many suppose, an asylum or home. Confirmed, or 
ehronie cases and.idiots, are not as a rule, admitted. Provisions 
for this more unfortunate elass are yet to be made by the State, it 
is hoped at no very distant day. 

The farm has been successfully used as a nfeans of consid- 
erably reducing the expense of the table, as well as materially 
aiding in the improvement of patients who have labored. A 
small additional appropriation for farm purposes, would add greatly 
to this feature. 

Recently Dr. Stewart tendered his resignation as Superintend- 
ent, which was accepted, and Dr. D. W. Scott, one of the former 
Trustees, has been appointed to fill the vacancy. 


STATE PRISON. 


On the 6th of August, 1873, Henry C. Campbell, warden of the 
Penitentiary, died, and on the 19th of the same month I appointed 
Wm. Woodhurst to fill the vacancy. This appointment under the 
law, is subjeet to confirmation by the Senate. Mr. Woodhurst was 
selected for his known qualifications for the position, and has even 
more than gratified expectations. He has visited other prisons, 
attended the National Prison Congress, at his own expense, and 
with these and other means, endeavored to acquaint himself thor- 
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oughly with the best and most effective and successful modes of 
conducting prisons. The result is, our prison has never been in 
such commendable condition in all respects. His confirmation is 
earnestly recommended. 

The fifth annual Reports of the Warden, Inspectors, Physician, 
and Chaplain in detail, are transmitted, by which it will be seen 
that the number of prisoners inearcerated are 54. The total 
current expenses of the prison for the two years, 1873 and 1874, is 
shown to be $58,100.48, or an average of about $538 per prisoner 
per year. The total amount of convict labor at 42 cents per day is 
$4,543.64, or near $40 per prisoner per year. On this labor, there 
is now due from the contraetor, unpaid, $3,418.45. Estimate for 
the coming two years, $45,000. 

But forty-one cases of sickness have occurred within the past 
two years, and but one death since the establishment of the prison. 

With the appropriation made by the Legislature for that pur- 
pose, an excellent and well selected library of 438 volumes is 
provided and in use by the prisoners. 

The Chaplain reports favorably and encouragingly as to the 
moral improvement, and reformatory tendency of inmates. 

The report of the Prison Inspectors as to the erection of the 
prison now in process of eonstruetion, show as before, the contract 
price of the buildings to be $307,950. Total value of work done to 
date, $192,208.79. Balance due and unpaid on work, as per con- 
tract, $115,741.21. 

The matter of hastening to further completion portions of the 
buildings now in process of construction will be presented for your 
consideration. A personal knowledge of facts and necessities, in- 
duces me to recommend that at least the cell portion of the build- 
ing be completed as speedily as possible. There being no cells, the 
eonviets are merely herded as it were. Atnight they all occupy one 
single stockade room. Nothing but the best of management, and 
most perfect discipline, could control and retain the number of 
men of the character of penitentiary convicts now in our prison. 
A general outbreak, and perhaps conflagration is liable to occur at 
any moment. 

While upon the subject of the State prison, I desire to briefly 
eall your attention to a fact prevalent to-day, not only in this coun- 
try, but throughout the world. That all well governed and suc- 
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cessfully conducted prisons have ceased to be mere instrumentali- 

ties for the punishment of offenders. btt on the contrary partake 

entirely of a reformatory character. Acting upen the principle that 

if “industry is a moral power outside of the iin. and morality ' 
is an economie power outside of the prison,” they bear exactly the 

same relations to each other inside of the prison. And, further, 

that the more a prison is made reformatory, the more profitable 

willit prove economically. While it is true some men are born 

thieves, in the great majority of cases, they are not so from choice, 

but from misfortune. The innate criminal is treated as a diseased 

man, Incarceration simply serves to place those incapable of self- 
restraint, in safe keeping beyond the power of injuring any one. 
The object, to impart an education, intellectual, moral, industrial 

and economie, as will put it within the power of the prisoner when 

liberated, to keep out of erime. Therefore, society is more inter- 

ested in the reformation of a criminal, than in his punishment. 

Again, in the great majority of cases of imprisonment, inno- 
cent and dependeñt families are the real sufferers, and should not 
be overlooked. To this end convicts should, in the matter of labor, 
be paid a just and equitable compensation for labor performed, 
and after deducting sufficient to defray the actual expense of main- 
tenance, the remainder be paid to the necessitous families, or in 
ease pf none such, reserved for the convict at the time of libera- 
tion. This would not only provide to an extent for families so 
often rendered destitute, but would awaken self-respect and incite 
to good behavior and habits of industry, that would follow, and 
lead to future usefulness. 

The system of leased labor of convicts, at mere nominal and 
speculative rates, as practiced in this State, and some others, is 
wrong in principle, and pernicious in all its tendencies. Labor, 
whether inside of prison walls, or outside, should be worthy of its 
hire. Properly. stimulated and manipulated, the convict labor in 
our State prison, could be made to yield the State triple what it 
now does, and still leave a balance for the convict, or his family, 
more than the entire sum now inuring to the State—the meagre 
sum of forty-two cents per day. 

While the State is young and forming, as it were, its policies, it 
is wisdom to build upon true foundations. To you, the represent- 
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atives and law-makers, do the people look for such enactments as 
shall eonduce to the greatest good and the greatest prosperity. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S REPORT. 


The report of the Attorney-General is in detail, and complete, 
as to the status of litigation, in which the State is either directly 
or indirectly interested. 

The Saline case, Morton and others against Green, Smith, and 
the State, has been successfully defended in the State courts, and is 
now pending in the United States Supreme Court, to be heard the 
present month. Hon. E. R. Hoar, of Mass., is retained as counsel 
for the State. 

In the matter of the Tichenor loan of school money, the case 
has been compromised, subject to legislative action. Sweet and 
Brock, former Treasurer and assistant, have secured the original 
loan of $10,000 and $500 of the interest since accruing. 

» The indemnity school lands, sections 16 and 36, within the Sac 
and Fox Indian reservation, has been decided by the Secretary of 
the Interior, against the State. The claim being a just and equit- 
-able one, further prosecution is recommended. 

The case of Koenig vs. the Omaha and North Western Railroad 
‘Company, in the matter of lands granted to.aid‘in the construc- 
tion of bridges across the Platte river, both the lower and higher 
courts of the State have decided the grant unconstitutional. 

Ex-State Auditor, John Gillespie, has been prosecuted on his of- 
ficial bond, and judgment obtained, in the sum of $10,000 against 
the prineipal. 

In the matter of the Militia fund paid over to Ex-Secretary and 
Acting Governor James, suit was brought against James, McCann. 
and the Nebraska City National Dank, and judgment obtained in 
the sum of $8,067.59. The suit has been taken to the Supreme 
Court of the State, where it is now pending. 

Suit against Ex-Secretary James, in the matter of old Asylum 
material, judgment was obtained in the sum of $500. 

In 2 ease of a loan of School funds to the First Christian Church, 
Nebraska City, suit was commenced and judgment obtained in the 
sum of $5,200. The church building and lot were sold under exe- 
eution for $1,000, and bid in by the State. Personal judgment has 
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been obtained against the bondsmen for the balance found due. 
The bondsmen have taken the case to the Supreme Court of;the 
State, where it is now pending. 

Suit was brought against John Gillespie for School money bor- 
rowed, and a judgment obtained in the sum of $5,938.00. The 
principal and a portion of the interest are secured. 

Suits are pending for school fund loans, against D. C. Jen- 
kins, Geo. B. Skinner and A. P. Coggswell. 

Suits are also pending for the recovery of Internal Improvement 
lands, claimed to have been illegally conveyed to the Sioux City & 
Pacific, and Omaha & North Western Railroad Companies, in 
which is involved 44,948 acres to the first-named company, and 
36,017 acres to the latter. 

Suit is pending against Dr. Larsh, former Superintendent of the 
Insane Asylum, E bond given for payment of judgment when 
obtained. 

Suit has been brought against R. D. Silver & Son, contractors 
for the erection of the State University, in the sum of $102,000— 
ease now pending. 

In the matter of controversy between the State Printers and the 
Auditing Board, touching the rule of compensation, suit was had 
and decided by the courts in favor of the Board. The facts in this 
ease are fully reported by the Attorney-General, to which your at- 
tention is respectfully called. l 

Valuable amendments to the law relative to prosecution of 
action by the State, are recommended by the Attorney-General, 
based upon experience, to which your careful attention is called. 


STATE LANDS AND LOTS. 


። 


Nothing tends to feverishness and distrust, so much as lack of 
detailed facts, or information in relation to publie affairs. No 
little interest and anxiety has been manifest throughout the State | 
as to the disbursement of publie lands donated by the general 
government, and also as to Lineoln City lots. I have therefore 
prepared, and herewith submit a full and detailed tabular state- 
ment showing lands and lots received, for what purpose expended 
and what remains on hand. 

There were donated by the general government, known as salins 
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lands, seventy-two sections. From this there have been appropria- 
ted by legislative acts: for the benefit of the State Normal Schoot 
twenty sections; for the model farm, in connection with the agri- 
cultural department of the State University, two sections ; for the 
use of Insane Hospital one-fourth of 8 section. There have been 
sold to various persons, as per deed record in this office, seventeen 
thousand five hundred and eleven acres, leaving a balance undis- 
posed of and on hand, of twelve thousand seven hundred and 
forty-four acres. There remain to be selected and approved, to 
complete the seventy-two sections donated, four and one-sixteenth 
sections. 

[STERNAL IMPROVEMENT Lanps. There were donated, have been 
selected and confirmed, five hundred thousand acres. By acts of 


the legislature, the whole of these lands have been appropriated 


and conveyed for purposes designated—to aid in the construction 
of railroads and bridges. In fact the records show, that by reason 
of hastily deeding before confirmation, thirty-one thousand four 
hundred and ም ም acres have been deeded more than the 
state owned, or was entitled to. 

Prso Dese Lanps. There have been received twenty sec- 
tions designated as for public buildings. The whole of these lands 
were, by act of date February 10th, 1871, transferred, or appro- 
priated to aid in the construction of the State Penitentiary. 

PrwrrENTIARY Lanps. There were donated for the erection of a 
State Penitentiary fifty sections, which, in addition to the twenty 
sections before named, made seventy sections applicable for that 
purpose. Of these there have been sold and used in the erection of 
buildings, forty-three thousand one hundred and eighteen acres, 
mins. on hand, undisposed of, one thousand six hundred and 
seventy-six acres. 

Uxiversrry Lanps. Seventy-two sections were donated, selected, 
and confirmed. 

AGRICULTURAL Correr Laws. Ninety thousand acres were 
donated and selected, of which eighty-nine thousand, four hundred 
and sixty acres have been confirmed, leaving five hundred and forty 
acres yet uncontirmed. 

On entering upon the duties of my office I found none of the lands, 
designated as for the University and Agricultural College, approved, 
or even properly selected. Acting under the provisions of the law 
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framed for that purpose, I had the lands selected and have since 
secured their confirmation. The expenses of selecting were paid 
by the Board of Regents out of the University funds, for which 
reimbursement should be made. 

These lands cannot be disposed of, or made available for pur- 
poses designated, without further legislation. To this your atten- 
tion is called, recommending that such action be had as will enable 
the University and Agricultural College to derive immediate bene- 
fits. The Regents should be authorized to sell, or lease, on such 
terms as the law may provide. They may be made to supply suffi- 
cient endowment to carry these institutions without expense to the 
people. It is further recommended that, in making provisions for 
the use of these lands, the purposes for "which they were dona- 
ted be kept in view; that the lands or proceeds thereof be contin- 
ued as now, separate and for the specific uses for which designed. 
"The experience of nearly, or quite all, the older states warrants this 
expression and recommendation. 

Lincotn Orry “Lots. The capital city, Lineoln, as originally 
platted, consisted of two hundred and eighty-seven blocks, or three 
thousand four hundred and forty-seven lots. Of these sixteen 
blocks were donated for public squares and railroad depot purposes. 
One hundred and fifty-five lots were deeded in consideration of lots 
in the old Lancaster town-site. Twelve lots were donated to the State 
Historical society, forty to the various churches and benevolent 
societies, and twelve to the Lincoln steam mill company. Two 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen lots were sold for the aggre- 
gate sum of two hundred and ninety-three thousand three hundred 
and fifty-eight dollars and seventy-five cents. Three hundred and 
fourteen lots remain unsold. The unsold lots are principally in 
the Salt Creek bottom, and of no considerable value at present.

ü " RAILROADS. 


On the ist day of January, 1875, there were one thousand one 
hundred and seven and sixty-nine hundredths (1107.69) miles com- 
pleted railroads in the State. The Union Pacific, 459.90 miles ; 
Burlington. & Missouri River in Nebraska, 190.75 miles ; Atchi- 
son & Nebraska, 110.78 miles ; St. Joseph & Denver, 88.50 miles; 
‘Midland Pacific, 83 miles; Omaha & Southwestern, 47.05 miles; 
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Fremont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley, 50.75 miles; Omaha & 
Northwestern, 40 miles ; Sioux City & Pacific, 26.96 ; Brownville 
& Ft. Kearney, 10 miles. 

The equitable adjustment and taxation of railroad property for 
purposes of revenue, have been, and are yet, among the vexed ques- 
tions. The Siate board of Equalization, upon whom devolved the 
duty of fixing the rates of taxation, has given unremitting atten- 
tion, Investigation, and thought, with a view to comply as nearly as 
possible with the requirements of the law, to “value and assess the 
property of the corporation at its actual value in cash for each 
mile of road.” The object of the Board in this matter was to 
place railroad property, as nearly as may be, upon an equal footing 
with other property of the State, for revenue purposes. Under 
the law, the “road bed, superstructure, right of way, rolling stock, 
side tracks, telegraph lines, furniture and fixtures, and personal 
property” only, were considered by the State Board. Other rail- 
road property is subject to valuation and assessment by county 
authorities. The rates per mile agreed upon were as follows: 
Union Pacific, $12,225; Burlington «€ Missouri River, $9,590 ; 
Omaha & aulin tern, $9,590 ; Atchison € Nebraska, $8,686 ; 
St. Joseph & Denver $7,030 ; Midland Pacific, $8,210 ; Sioux City 
& Pacitie, 85,912 ; Fremont, Elkhorn & Mo. Valley, 37,158 ; Oma- 
ha & Northwestern, 97,453 ; Brownville & Ft. Kearney, $7,330 3 

making a total valuation for taxable purposes of $11,188,114.40. 
This matter is presented thus in detail for your information and 
consideration. Whether further legislation is required on this 
particular point, is for you in your judgment to decide. I am of 
the opinion that the adjustment is as nearly equitable and just as 
can well be reached. 

In the matter of the taxation of lands donated by the General 
Government to aid in the construction: of railroads, you are doubt- 
less familiar with the difficulties surrounding and, encountered. 
Thus far, adjustments and decisions have been in the higher, or 
Federal courts, and consequentiy beyond our reach, or State juris- 
dietion. As to the justice of taxing railroad lands the same as. 
other lands, there can be no doubt, or that it will be provided for, 
there is as little doubt. 

Your own convictions and sense of duty will doubtless lead you 
to consider the propriety, or impropriety, of legislation upon other 
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points connected with railroads, more particularly the question of 
transportation. No interest 18 of so great importance to the, West ` 
' —to this State, and should be viewed from a rational stand-point, 
free from prejudices or blind impulses. There are those who, fail- 
ing to comprehend facts, are prone to charge all the ills with which 
business interests are afflicted, and of which they complain, to the 
railroad companies ; and hence there is, just now, conflict In some 
portions of the country. While I wish it distinctly understood 
that in no wise am I an apologist for any man, corporation, or any- 
thing tending in the least to oppression or monopoly, I am free to 
assert what I conceive to be a well-founded belief, that railroads 
have made the West, and that their value is incalculable and uni- 
versally conceded. True, they have in instances become strong, 
powerful, and profligate organizations, resulting in wrong and 
oppression. This is the natural and inevitable tendency of the 
concentration or aggregation of great wealth, it matters not 
whether in railroad, bank, or manufacturing organizations, indi- 
viduals, or in whatever capacity it may act. While it is the duty 
of “the people, in whom all power reposes? under our form of 
government, to protect against any and all reckless and unserupu- 
lous acts, let them come from what source they may, it is a mista- 
ken idea that mere legislation will cure the ills with which business 
and morals are ofttimes afilicted. | 


PARDON, COMMUTATIONS, AND REMISSION OF FINE. 


The most embarrassing, responsible, and diffieult duty to perform, 
devolving upon the Chief Executive, is the exercise of the pardon- 
ing power. None but the experienced can comprehend the situa- 
tion. In nothing, nor even in all else, is he exposed to such censure. 
In almost every ease he encounters acrimonious criticisms from 
those who know none of the facts, and have never given the sub- 
ject à moments thought or consideration. 

Under the constitution and meagre statutory provisions of this 
State on this subject, the pardoning power is vested simply “upon 
such conditions and with such restrictions and limitations as he 
(the Governor) may think proper.” With no prescribed mode of 
procedure ; with no sworn evidence—relying entirely and exelu- 
sively upon the mere representations of friends or foes ; with the 
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constant and pressing appeals of innocent relations, whose bleeding 
hearts are to be crushed or healed by the utterance of a single 
word ; with the inconsiderate manner in which petitions are signed 
by responsible parties ; with the personal importunities of men of 
character and reputation, the natural tendency of Executive clem- 
ency is to err. In fact, he who failed to err, might, with greatest 
propriety, be considered more than human. 

Extremists argue that this high prerogative should never be exer- 
eised to set aside the verdict or sentence of a court. When the 
facts are, it was created and vested for that sole purpose, and no 
other—can be used for no other. 

The framers of the constitution, and the law makers had that 
object directly in view. The courts themselves recognize and ap- 
peal to itas such. They convict and follow sentence with an im- 
mediate application for Executive aid, or clemency, to set aside 
what they have just enunciated, claiming that the law, in cases 
made and provided, is imperative, requiring strict observance of 
the form and letter. An instance of this character has been pre- 
sented for my consideration and action, in which a convict was 
sentenced to one day’s imprisonment in the penitentiary, followed 
by a petition from the judge, prosecutor and jury, asking pardon. 
The pardon record book in this office shows a very large proportion 
of pardons and other acts of Executive clemency, recommended 
by the court acting upon the case. In some of the states, and 
by some Executives, clemency is exercised under no other circum- 
stances. The pardon power therefore, is to be considered merely 
and simply a medium or instrumentality, through or by which the 
rigid forms of law. or that terrible Nemesis which so often follows 
the unfortunate, may be adjusted on terms of justice, and the 
courte relieved from responsibilities they dare not, or fear to, assume. 

Until by experience convinced to the contrary, I had well nigh 
classed myself with the extremists referred to. Since coming in 
official contact with the principle involved, the facts narrated, a 
knowledge of the disproportion between offense and the penalty so 
frequently imposed, and more thought and investigation of the 
subject, I entertain no doubts as to the wisdom of the provision. 

፤ am equally convinced, however, as to the great impropriety of 
vesting this high power in any one individual, especially with such 
meagre regulations as are found in the statute books of this State. 
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A pardoning Board or Council, to act in conjunction with the 
Executive, with powers to command the attendance of persons and 
presence of papers, and administer oaths, would better meet the 
emergency. 

In the exercise of this duty, I have striven to act sparingly, 
prudently, and conscientiously, and to balance considerately the 
interests of society and the claims of humanity. But one pardon, 
legally speaking, has been granted during my official term, and but 
one fine remitted. The other instances of Executive clemency are 
commutations. Of these, but thirteen are outside the provisions 
of an act familiarly known as the “good time act," passed at the 
last session of the legislature, and which is almost obligatory as to 
commutation. This act, recommended by the National Prison 
Congress, and now in force in most of the states, is worthy of con- 
tinuance in the matter of prison discipline. It should, however, 
be made decisive and obligatory, instead of optional as now, and 
thus place the responsibility solely with the Warden and Inspec- 
tors of the prison, where it properly belongs. 

Attention is called to a conflict between the provisions of this 
act, and section five hundred and sixty-nine of the criminal code. 
The code was passed subsequently to the special act, andas is known, 
with but little consideration, and hence the conflict. The code 
should be amended to conform to the provisions of the special act. 

In conformity with constitutional provisions, accompanying this 
message will be found a pardon report, in required form, to which 
attention is called.

DAMAGE TO PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


By the provisions of section one of “ An act defining the pow- 
ers and duties of Governor," approved June 24, 1867, he is 
“constituted the legal custodian of all the property of the State,” 
and required “to adopt such measures as he may deem proper, to 
preserve from injury or deterioration." During the month of May, 
1873, severe storms so damaged the Capitol and Insane Hospital 
buildings, as to render their occupancy impossible, and, in fact, 
their permanency seriously jeopardized. In performance of the 
duty imposed, I exercised the authority vested. in the act referred 
to, and had such repairs made as were necessary to preserve the 
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buildings and render them fit for oceupancy. The character of the 
work was such as to preclude any detailed or special contract. I 
advertised, however, for proposals to do the required work. Ward 
& White were the only parties who proposed to repair the Capitol 
building. ‘These repairs were made economically and judiciously 
as the circumstances would admit. While the Senate and Repre- 
gentative halls were in a dilapidated condition, and undergoing 
repairs, it was thought advisable to take out the gallery over the 
Speaker’s stand, and to pué up railing in both halls, to separate 
by-standers from members’ seats. This needed improvement will 
readily be observed and appreciated by members. The total cost 
of these repairs and improvements amounts to $5,897, for which an 
evidence of indebtedness was given by me, subject to the appro- 
val of, and an appropriation by, the legislature, a copy of which, 
together with an itemized and detailed statement, is herewith sub- 
mitted for your inspection and consideration. 

In the matter of repairs of Insane Hospital, I authorized the 
Superintendent to make such as were actually necessary, and on 
most reasonsble terms possible. The total cost of those repairs 
amounts to $1,307.28, bills for which have been inspected by my- 
self, as well as the Trustees of the Hospital, and approved, and are 
submitted for your consideration. Owing to this unexpected and 
unprovided for expenditure, the Superintendent very wisely cur- 
tailed the expenditures from current appropriations already made, 
to such an extent 88 to leave an unexpended balance on hand suff- 
cient to meet this emergency, but which could not be diverted or 
used, except by legislative action. The bills are unpaid, and it is 
recommended that you provide by special act for the application of 
the unexpended balance for the purpose of meeting these obliga- 
tions. 


INSURANCE. 


By the provisions of “An act to provide for the care of the 
Capitol building and other State property,” it is made the duty of 
the Governor “to insure the public buildings and other property 
belonging to the State, liable to destruction or injury by fire, with 
some good and responsible insurance company or companies, for 
the benefit of, and in the name of the State.” At the last session 
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of the legislature, inadvertently, no appropriations were made for 
such purpose. The duty being considered obligatory, as well as 
the policy of the State, in the matter of insuring its property, 
defined by law, policies expiring and no funds at my command, 3 
was compelled to exercise discretionary powers to meet the emer- 
gency. After consultation with other officials, I caused to be 
renewed expiring policies, issuing evidences of indebtedness there- 
for, subject to confirmations and appropriations by the legislature. 
A tabular statement is herewith submitted, showing amounts 
insured, on what property, in what companies, amounts of pre- 
mium on each, and the form of the evidence of indebtedness ' 
issued. "The plan of three and five years insurance being at much 
less rates, and therefore considered the most economical, was 
adopted. The total amount of State property insured, embracing ' 
the Capitol, Insane Hospital, Normal School, University, and 
Penitentiary buildings, University and State libraries, is two hun- 
dred and nineteen thousand dollars. - Total premiums for three 
and five years, ten thousand seven hundred and forty dollars. 

Before maturing a course of procedure in this emergency, the 
State Treasurer, by advice of the Attorney-General, and my au- 
thority, paid in cash $1,293 on an expiring policy. The whole 
matter is submitted for your consideration and approval. 


NEW COUNTIES ORGANIZED. 


. Since the last session of the legislature, the ‘necessary papers, in 
form required by law, have been issued for the organization of the 
new counties of Phelps, Sherman, Valley, Furnas, Red - Willow, 
Keith, Holt, and Hitchcock. Organizations have been perfected, 
and are progressing in each, except Holt. Through what was 
thought legitimate application of forty-three persons, in the usual 
form, claiming to be residents of said county, documents were 
issued on the 4th of April, 1873, for the organization of Holt 
county, and returns formally made to the Secretary of State of an 
election said to have been held in conformity with law, and the 
proclamation issued from this office, and commissions for county 
officers granted. It has since been ascertained that the whole pro- 
ceedings on the part of the individuals claiming to be seeking 
organization, was a fraud. 
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That portion of unorganized territory bounded by defined boun- 
diaries of Dawson, Phelps, Furnas, and Frontier counties, being 
occupied by « sufficient number of inhabitants desirous of organ- 
izing a new county, the usual papers were issued for the organiza- 
tion of the county of Gosper, subject to the approval of the 
degislature. 


MONEYS COLLECTED. 


I have collected, and paid into the State Treasury, a check turned 
over to me by my predecessor, as a balance due on Lincoln city 
lots sold the Atchison and Nebraska Railroad Company, two hun- 
dred and eighty dollars. 

Received by me from the same company, for lots condemned for 
railroad purposes, one thousand dollars. 

Received from the United States Land Department, Washington, 
five per cent. due on sales of publie lands, fifteen thousand 
two hundred and nineteen dollars and fifteen cents. . 

In compliance with an aet of the legislature, passed at its last 
session, efforts have been made to collect from the General Govern- 
ment amounts claimed to be due this State for the five per cent. 
upon lands disposed of by Indian reservations, location of military 
land warrants, and Agricultural College serip ; also for the recovery 
of swamp lands. Thus far, efforts have been unsuccessful. 1 have 
no hesitaney in announcing a belief in the justness of these claims 
and to recommend that vou memorialize Congress to grant them. 


THE BUTLER DEBT. 


In compliance with the provisions of “an aet to provide for the 
liquidation and settlement of certain claims with David Butler," 
of date March 3d, 1873, the commissioners named settled the claim 
by taking lands therefor as provided by the law. The original debt 
was $16,881.26 ; interest.to date of settlement $6,752.48 : total 
$23,633.74, for which a warranty deed was made to the State for 
5,400 acres of land in the counties of Gage, Pawnee and Jefferson, 
and are by the law, school lands. The $6,752.48 interest belonging 
to the Temporary School fund, additional legislation is required to 
equitably adjust. " , 
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Since the transfer of deeds and mortgages, it is ascertained that. 
there is due for the year 1874, unpaid taxes on a portion of the 
land conveyed to the State of $266.64. This may ን legisla- 
tive action. 

The report of the commissioners, deeds and other EH con- 
nected, are herewith submitted. 


ESCHEATED ESTATE. 


On the 22d of June, 1874, I was officially notified by the Probate 
Judge of Nemaha county, that in the matter of the estate of 
Henry Hooper, deceased, proceedings had been closed finally in 
that court. And after diligent search by publication and other- 
wise, for kindred, none had been found. The estate consists of 
one hundred and sixty acres of land, principally improved ; judg- 
ments in the hands of Probate Judge amounting to $519.72 ; cash 
and sundries in the hands of the administrator to the amount of 
$238.14, together with the crop of 1874. This being the first 
instance of escheatment in the State, and our statutes making no 
provisions for procedure, the matter is submitted for legislative 
action. 

It being necessary the? farm should be cared for, I appointed 
Giles R. Reeder, the administrator, as trustee for the State. The ` 
title to the farm having been perfected after the death of Hooper, 
is vested in Reeder, as administrator. 

Mr. Hooper, during his life-time, was an ardent friend of, and 
laborer in the cause of education, and is known to have had in 
view the erection of a sehool house in his distriet, at his own 
expense. In view of these facts it is recommended that this estate, 
when finally escheated, be specially appropriated for the purpose 
of erecting a memorial schooi building in the district in which it 


. 18 situate. 


The opinion, with valuable references, of the Attorney-General, 
are herewith submitted for information and guidance. 


CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION. a 


The people of this State in a constitutional manner, having at 
the late election proclaimed in favor of a convention to revise and 
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amend the present constitution, it will be a duty incumbent upon 
you to provide that the popular will be gratified. Details need not 
be suggested here. Suffice to say, that every interest of the State 
demands a change, and that as speedily as may be. 


CLAIMS UNPROVIDED FOR. 


There remains unpaid and unprovided for, State Building Fund 
warrants, the original amount of which was $49,819.19, on which 
the acerued interest is estimated to be $17,524.84, making a total 
of $41,837.03. These warrarits were originally issued without au- 
thority of law, for expenditures in excess of appropriations for the 
erection of the Capitol, Insane, and University Buildings. The 
issue was subsequently ratified by an act of the legislature, and 
ordered paid from the Building Fund. The only resources of the 
Building Fund are from the sale of Lincoln city lots, until further 
provided for. The entire value of remaining lots not being suffi- 
cient to meet the interest alone, and the authority for the present 
State officials acting as commissioners for sale of lots being doubt- 
ful, no action has been had in this matter. As the warrants have 
been legalized by an act of the legislature, and are now in the 
hands of distant parties, there remains but one course to pursue in 
order to preserve the reputation and credit of the State, and that 
is, to provide for the payment. 

The legislature, at its last session, as is eustomary in this and all 
other states, ordered a specified number of the Report of the State 
Board of Agricultural and State Horticultural Society printed for 
distribution. The sum provided in the General Appropriation 
Bill to pay for printing proved insufficient to defray the expense 
ordered to the amount of $3,073.59. ‘There remains therefor 
that sum due the printers and binders. The work having been 
ordered by the legislature and performed in good faith, the bill 
should be paid. Facts and details will be presented through ap- 
propriate channels for your information and consideration. 

On the completion of the Insane Hospital, there was due the 
commissioners to superintend the erection of the same for services 
and traveling expet ses, as provided by law, the sum of $272 which, 
with interest to January 1, 1875, amounts to a total of $312.80. 

In the act providing for the organization of the Insane Hospital, 
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provisions are made for three trustees, with mileage and per diem 
the same as members of the legislature. No appropriation being 
made for payment, the trustees have had no E E To the 
last two items I need only eall your attention. 

The law providing for the custody of the miscellaneous division 
of the State Library, makes the Secretary of State librarian, and 
fixes his salary. No appropriation being made at the last session 
of the legislature, the librarian has been two years without pay. 
An appropriation should be made for both the past and coming two 
years. 


ADJUTANT-GENERAL. 


The Act repealing the act creating the office of Adjútant-Gen- 
eral of*this State, simply makes the Secretary of State custodian 
of the books and papers, formerly belonging to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral's office, but with no power whatever to act officially in any 
manner. The United States statutes, at large, require each state 
to have an Adjutant-General. In fact, there are duties to perform 
in official matters, constantly oecurring between the State and the 
General Government, rendering this officerindispensable. 1 there- 
fore appointed my Private Secretary, J. H. Alford, as Assistant Ad- 
jutant-General. For the reasons given, it is recommended that the 
Governor be authorized, by-an act, to ር an Adjutant-General 
for the State. 


REGISTRATION OF BONDS. 


In my inaugural message, I recommended the passage of an act 
requiring that all bonds, issued in the State, of whatever kind, 
should beregistered by the State Auditor, for reasons then given, 
and which cannot fail to be obvious to all, upon a moment’s reflec- 
tion. The experience of the past two years in this State is addi- 
tional evidence in favor of such provision in the matter of pre- 
venting imposition and fraudulent issues, as well as in the 
depreciation, or failure of just and legitimate realization. I there- 
fore again, and the more urgently, present this subject for legis- 
lative consideration. 


- 
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FRONTIER HARDSHIPS. 


Our own State, like most other portions of the country at large, 
especially the west, has been afflicted the past season with short 
erops, by reason of drouth and grasshopper devastation. While 
the injury has been greater than from any and all causes heretofore 
in the history of the Territory and State, and cannot be otherwise 
than discouraging, partienlarly to the agriculturists, there is no 
disposition manifested to abandon any portion of the State. As 
soon as gatistied as to results narrated, and as greatly exaggerated 
reports were in circulation as to probable wants and suffering that 
would follow to those in the new counties and on the extreme bor- 
ders, I immediately placed myself in communication with the ofti- 
cial authorities of each organized county, in order to ascertain, as 
near as possible, the actual and true condition of affairs. Reports 
were promptly received from each, from which it was then thought 
by all conversant, that the emergency could and would be met 
within ourselves. No power being vested in me to make expendi- 
tures, and desiring to avoid the expense of an extra session of the 
Legislature, especially as the time for the regular session was so 
near at hand, L asked a number of well-known, reliable, and respon- 
sible citizens, from various parts of the State, to meet and advise 
with me, as to the better and most effective mode of providing for 
the wants of those who had been rendered destitute. This com- 
mittee met promptly at Lincoln, on the 18th day of September 
last, and after deliberation and consultation, organized, under pro- 
vision of the general incorporation act, the “Nebraska Relief and 
Aid Society.” A copy of circulars issued, and convening the 
committee, proceedings, and articles of incorporation, together 
with the detailed operations and labors of the Society, to the 31st 
day of December last, are herewith submitted for your informa- 
tion. From these, itwill be seen that the active duties of the or- 
ganization have devolved upon an Executive Committee of five 
worthy gentlemen, Gen. E. O. C. Ord, Commander of the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, chairman. 

The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer show the cash 
receipts from all sources to have been $37,279.73. Donations in 
kind, $30,800.78. Total receipts, $68,080.46. 
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Our own people in the older portion of the State, not seriously 
affected, have contributed liberally and promptly, both in money 
and in kind. All the railroads in the State, as well as those lead- 
ing into it, have, with commendable liberality, extended free trans- 
portation to the State society in aid of those in need. Generals 
Ord, Brisbin, Dudley, and Grover, of the regular army, have ren- 
deredxincalculable aid and assistance, entering with a will and zeal 
into the work of relief. Through the instrumentality of General 
Ord the Seeretary of War ordered the issue of elothing to those in 
need. Many portions of the older states, hearing of our misfor- 
tunes, came nobly and promptly to the relief, and very liberally. 
"The Nebraska Patrons of Husbandry have organized a State asso- 
ciation for purposes of relief, and not only in this, but. in other 
states, are accomplishing very much in the matter of aid. 

Through the efforts of our delegation in Congress, acts for the 
relief of our people have passed that body. Extension of time has 
been given homesteaders, and a cash appropriation of $80,000 has 
been made with which to purchase seeds the coming spring. A 
bill is also pending in Congress, with but little, if any, doubts as to 
its final passage, appropriating $100,000 additional aid. 

Those in want are principally in the new and extreme western 
eounties—the poorer immigrants who pushed west on the frontier 
in quest of cheap lands and homesteads. In most instances their 
ready means were quite limited; in fact, in instances, were entirely 
dependent upon the first year’s crops. Several years must elapse 
before this class of immigrants can cease their dependence upon 
corn as the staple product. This character of crop suffered, from 
causes named, more than any other; hence, the citizens there resi- 
dent have lost their entire ‘year’s labor—their all, and have not the 
means to support themselves and families during the winter, or to 
provide for next year’s crops. The visitation falls on the frontier 
counties with particular force. They must be aided or quit the 
country. Aided until another year’s crop is produced, the founda- 
tion is laid for a prosperous future. Aside from a natural and 
general principle of humanity, other good and sufficient reasons 
exist why these people should be aided liberally and promptly. A 
very large proportion of those now on our extreme borders and in 
need, are ex-soldiers; those who responded promptly to their 
country’s call in the late hour of peril, and risked their all to pre- 
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serve the liberties we all so much cherish. Having laid aside the 
implements of warfare, they are now enduring the hardships and 
privations of border life, that the march of civilization may still be 
onward and westward. Not only we as a State owe a duty to these 
pioneers, but the general government as well. Just how or in 
what manner this emergency can be the better met, and your duty 
in the premises fully performed, is for you now to devise. Sugges- 
tions based upon experience, and the operations of the State Aid 
Society, may aid you in your labors. From the best information 
and most accurate data obtained, those now destitute are to be pro- 
vided for the remainder of the winter, furnished seed for the com- 
ing spring, and aided into, and through another crop season. That 
this can and will be done, there is no question. Shall eid be fur- 
nished by the State in general, or by the individual counties inter- 
ested, is the only difference. The prevailing opinion is, that the 
most economical and satisfactory mode will be to authorize the 
respective counties interested, to issue each a limited amount of 
evidences of county indebtedness, bearing a reasonable interest, and 
payable at a date sufficiently in the future to allow recuperation 
and healthy condition, the State, if need be, to guarantee the pay- 
ment of interest; or what would, perhaps, be preferable, authorize 
the issuance of a limited'amount of current county warrants re- 
ceivable for taxes. For these a home market could be found at 
very little discount—less than bonds. Either plan will throw the 
whole responsibility directly in the hands of those directly inter- 
ested, who know more of details, will be more economical, and are 
thereby better enabled to meet the emergency as itshould be. One 
of the most difficult obstacles encountered by the State Aid Asso- 
ciation, and which has always been, and will continue inevitably to- 
be, incident to efforts of this character, is to justly and equitably 
discriminate between clamorous demands, and modest, meritorious 
necessities. Only those intimate with the facts can surmount them 
and see that the actually needy are provided for, and at the same 
time guard against imposition. 

In addition, it is thought the constitutional provision prohibiting 
“the borrowing of money, or the issuing of State bonds for any 
sum exceeding in the aggregate fifty thousand dollars, without first 
submitting to a vote of the people," would prove a barrier to 
action rendering State aid in time to meet immediate wants in the 
case. 
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The important matter of providing further for the relief of those 
in need is now presented for your consideration, and I $rust prompt 
and efficient action. To meet the demands generously and justly, 
and at the same time as economically as may be, will require well 
adjusted and prudently exercised wisdom on your part. 


CAPITAL——MANUFACTORIES. 


Permit me to suggest the propriety of such legislation as will 
induce capital to seek investment in our State. Not that seclusive 
species, which :ventures only from iron vaults, or Shylock grasps, 
to avail itself of profits the outgrowth of necessitous surroundings; 
but rather that which is active and diffusive, directing its attention 
to the construction of railroads, erection of manufacturing estab- 
lishments, and other kindred enterprises, of developing character 
and tendencies. In this State exist many natural advantages to 
be devéloped. Adaptation to wool growing is superior, with com- 
mensurate natural “motive power for its manufacture at home. 
Experiments in the culture of the sugar beet have shown admira- 
ble results. The same may be said as to the culture of flax, dairy, 
and other industrial branches, not necessary to name further in 
detail. In those states where manufactories exist and flourish 
most extensively, it has been found of greatest advantage and 
encouragement, to exempt from taxation for a series of years, the 
fixed, or dead capital invested. Such a policy will in nowise con- 
flict with the idea of general taxation for revenue, as suggested in 
another chapter, when correct data are resorted to in determining 
actual cash values. Circumstances will not permit detailed dis- 
cussions-at this time and place. Suffice it, therefore, to merely 
call attention, with the additional well-founded assertion, that what 
we most need now in this State, is that desirable class of capital 
referred to. - 


CENTENNIAL. 


The plan proposed for celebrating the Nation's one hundredth 
anniversary by an Industrial Exposition of industry and art, is 
receiving the attention of other states, and as, in the regular order, 
this will be the last session of our legislature before that event, 
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your attention is again called to the matter. A commissioner and 


alternate were nominated by my predecessor, and appointed by the 
President of the United States. During the interim between this 
and the preceding session of the legislature, at the request of the 
National Board of Managers, I appointed a board of five gentle. 
men, who, with the commissioners, constitute the Nebraska State 
Centennial Board. It seems but fitting that the Nation's rounded 
century of existence should be celebrated with a display of the 
fruits of those industries, to which in a great measure, it owes its 
prosperity. The matter is submitted for your consideration, not 
doubting but that you share in the brief expression announced, and 
that you will take such action as will secure the honorable and 
advantageous représentation of our young State in the contempla- 
ted reunion at Philadelphia in 1876. 

For further and detailed information in relation to the coming 
International Exposition, your attention is called to the special 
Reports of the Director General of the United States Centennial 
Commission, and the Commissioner for this State, furnished the 
Executive Department, and herewith transmitted. 


IN CONCLUSION, 


Gentlemen of the Assembly, permit me to extend you welcome 
to the capitol, and express the hope and belief that your labors 
may prove pleasant to yourselves, satisfactory to your constituents, 
and beneficial to the whole people. 

I have now performed the last and most important official obli- 
gation devolving upon me, and am prepared to vacate the chair of 
State, and turn over the archives to a successor selected by the 
popular expression, and who, I know will cheerfully and readily 
co-operate with you in every laudable effort to promote the pros- 
perity and welfare of a people, for whom you and he are joint 
representatives.

Ann Wonn, By the provisions of Section one of an Act 
entitled “ An Act prescribing and defining the powers and duties 
of the Governor of the State," approved June 24th, 1867, the 
Governor is “constituted the legal custodian of all the property 
of the State not specially entrusted to other officers by law,” and 
is required by said section “to adopt such measures as he may 
deem proper to preserve from injury or deterioration,” 

Anp Wuerras, Acting under such authority, and in the 
performance of duty devolving upon me by said Act, on the 
twenty-eighth day of June, 1873, I advertised as follows: ን 

“Notice To Conrractors.— Recent storms having so damaged 
the Capitol buildirig, as to render certain, repairs necessary, as 
eustodian of State property, I will make such as may be found 
essential to preservation, and prevent further destruetion. There 
being no fund at present upon which to draw to meet the 
emergency, contractors will depend upon future legislation for 
payment. Persons desiring to do this work, will call on me at 
Executive Office, Capitol Building, for consultation, and exam- 
ination of building.

‘Warp and Warre being the only parties proposing to make 
required repairs, under the circumstances, they were by me 
employed and authorized to perform such work, and make such 
expenditures as were necessary to preserve the building from 
destruction, and to place it in condition for occupancy.

STATE OF NEBRASKA, ÁTTORNEY-GENERAL'S OFFICE. 
Lriwcorxw, Dec. 4, 1874. 
To his Egcellency, Robert W. Furnas, Governor ያ 

I herewith return to you the papers in the matter of the escheat 
of the estate of Henry Hooper, deceased. Our statutes make no 
provision for proceedings to be had in such ease. The District 
Courts in the State, as an incident to their general jurisdietion, 
have power, in my opinion, to determine and adjudge the matter, 
and were this in the beginning of the interval between legislative 
sessions, it would perhaps be best to begin proceedings by inform- 
ation filed by the Attorney-General in the District Court. The 
legislative session is now so close at hand that itis best to await 
its action and have the mode of procedure laid down. 

Chapter 182, page 582, et self of the General Statutes of Mis- 
souri for 1865, contains some very good provisions on the matter; 
and upon that chapter for a model, with some changes that would 
conform with our eode of practice and our policy relative to 
school land sales, an act might be easily drafted suitable to such 
eases. 

It is a proper matter to be referred to the legislature. We have 
now no provisions of law for procedure in such cases; and a con- 
veyance by the administrator, without an adjudication upon the 
question of eseheat, would be ineffectual to pass title to the State, 
or to enable the State to give good title to a purchaser. 

Chapter ?5, General Laws of Oregon, of 1864, and chapter 141, 
General Statutes of Massachusetts, of 1860, contain some provis- 
ion upon the same subject, as also the statutes of most states of 
the Union, to which reference might well be had in drafting an 


act for our State.

To the Public : 


As greatly exaggerated reports are in circulation as to losses of 
crops and consequent suffering in Nebraska, by reason of drought 
and grasshopper depredations the present season, I deem it a duty 
to give the publie such information and ‘facts as are in my pos- 
session, officially, in relation thereto. 

When satisfied that we, in common with almost all other por- 
tions of the country, were to be afflicted with short crops, I at once 
put this office in communication with the leading officials of the 
several counties in the State, with a view to ascertain, as near as 
possible, the actual and true condition of affairs. Information 
derived from such source, together with quite an extensive per- 
sonal observation, warrant the assertion that while our crops are 
shorter than for several years before, there is by no means a fail- 
ure, or even ground for serious alarm. Small grain, while not so 
good as expected, is quite an average, both as to yield and quality. 
Corn will range from a good half erop, to possibly an entire failure 
in places. Root crops are very short. Fruit, more in quantity 
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than ever before, will, as a rule, be inferior in size. As a total, 
the State has never before produced so great an aggregate crop. 

As yet, no cases of immediate need have been reported. At 
quite 2 number of points on the extreme borders, however, help 
will be required soon, and aid must be extended through the win- 
ter and into next year's operations. Principally, local aid can and 
will be afforded. In cases where this cannot be done, the State 
ought, and will render needed relief. 

While the results of the season cannot be otherwise than dis- 
couraging to the agriculturist of our State, facts show that we are 
not alone, and therefore should be of good cheer. The drought, 
which has affected us far more seriously than grasshoppers, is 
almost universal this season, not only in the United States, but 
throughout the world. The grasshoppers, too, have been more 
extensive in the territory devastated this year than ever before, not 
confining their depredations to Nebraska by: any means. 

Our people show but little disposition to abandon the country— 
no more than in all seasons heretofore and in all new countries, 
but recognize that occasional ills befall all countries and all indus- 
tries. They need principally employment, and, in case of home- 
steaders, extension of time on lands taken. The more fortunate of 
our own citizens will meet the former emergency by affording em- 
ployment. Congress alone possessing power to aid in the matter 
of homesteads, will, without doubt, meet this emergency promptly.

As Governor of the State, no power is in me vested. to provide 
for the relief of those among our citizens who have lost their crops 
this season. The money in the treasury cannot be applied to the 
purpose, however urgent the need. But I have taken a deep in- 
terest in the matter, and have endeavored to learn all the facts. 
It is a subject for gratitude that, notwithstanding the unfavorable 
agricultural year, the State, as a whole, has reaped a fair harvest, 
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Though our eorn erop has been greatly damaged by grasshoppers, 
and also by the drought, which has affected the whole country, we 
have saved our wheat, and generally other crops; and there is 
nothing in the event of the year to retard the progress of the State. 

But the poorer immigrants push west.. They settle on the 
frontier ; and, by the necessities of the case, several years must 
elapse before they can cease their dependence upon corn as the 
staple crop. This year’s visitation, therefore, falls on the frontier 
counties with particular force. Numbers, of onr citizens there 
resident, in losing the bulk of their corn, lose their year’s labor; 
and they have not the means to maintain themselves and their 
families during the coming winter without outside help. They 
must be aided, or they must quit the country. | 

Under these cireumstanees it is the duty, and I believe the 
desire, of the people of the older and rieher portions of the State 
to contribute from their abundance towards supplying the wants 
of the pioneers on the frontier. This duty is pressing, for the 
need is now present.and severe, and by private benevolence it can 
most promptly be met. I therefore invite all the citizens of 
Nebraska, who may be so disposed, to give liberally to their 
suffering fellow-citizens on our western border. Money, food, and 
clothing, and seed for next year’s crops will be needed; and nothing 
but prompt help will place those, who will otherwise be obliged to 
leave their homesteads and the State, above absolute want, and 
enable them to remain on their farms. 

In order that all who give may feel assured of the proper and 
wise application of whatever is donated, I hereby ask the following 
well-known citizens of the State to act as a Géneral Committee for 
the receipt and distribution of all contributions, and request them 
to meet at Lincoln on Friday, the 18th day of September, for organ- 
ization, and for such other action as may seem to them proper:

- ADDRESS. 
To the Public: " 


It is already well known that Nebraska, in common with other 
western states, has suffered severely the present season from 
drought and grasshopper devastation. Immigration pouring into 
our State at an extraordinary rate, especially within the last one 
and two years, those of more limited means have pushed west to 
the extreme frontier, in quest of cheap and fertile lands. They 
have, of necessity, depended principally upon corn as the staple 
product. The crop being entirely destroyed in places, many lose 
their entire year's labor—their all—and therefore have really no 
means of sustaining themselves and families the coming winter, or 
of entering upon the labors of another season. They must be 
aided, or thousands will suffer or leave penniless, and to the detri- 
ment of the State. "The older and more fortunate portions of the 
State are abundantly able to aid those in need on the borders, and 
have shown a commendable willingness to do so, lacking only a 
channel or medium through. which to reach the needy. To this 
end, a representative delegation from. various parts of the State, 
convened in the city of Lincoln, on the 18th day of September, 
1874, and, under the provision of the laws of the State, organized 
“The Nebraska Relief and Aid Association,” with provisions for 

5 l 
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auxiliaries in various parts of the State. The principal office of 
the organization is located at Omaha, it being universally conceded 
that, for many reasons, from that point operations could be more 
speedily and effectually carried forward. The capital stock of the 
association is fixed at $500,000, divided into shares of $1 each. 
The objects are to “ collect money, provisions, clothing, fuel, seeds, 
and other necessary supplies and articles, and distribute the same 
among the people who have been reduced to necessitous circum- 
stances by the drouth and grasshoppers the past season." l 

No officer or director is to receive any compensation for service. 
To successfully and effectually accomplish the objects in view, it is 
essential that auxiliary or local organizations be formed, and place 
themselves at once in communication with the State Association. 
Food, clothing, and fuel, are needed immediately. Contributions 
can be made in kind, or money with which to make purchases. 
Arrangements are made with all the railroads in the State, by 
which all will be transported free of cost. County or local soci- 
eties in those regions requiring aid, must organize and designate 
some person or persons authorized to receive and distribute the 
same. In this matter it is hoped great care will be exercised in 
selecting competent and honorable men, who will see that the ob- 
jects of this effort are faithfully and beneficially executed. Wh - 
out this course, it will be impossible for the organization to become 
effective. Cash contributions can be forwarded direct, or through 
local organizations, to Alvin Saunders, treasurer, Omaha. Contri- 
butions in kind, to E. B. Chandler, Secretary, Omaha. Supplies 
in kind, which can reach desired destinations more readily and ex- 
peditiously than via Omaha, can be reported to the Secretary, and 
subject to the order of the executive committee. 

The principal office will be in possession of facts as to the points 
in need of aid, as well as to the character of the aid needed, and 
therefore by this mode, and only through this channel, can the ob- 
jects and aims of this organization be certainly, satisfactorily, and 
equitably accomplished. It is believed that this emergency, occur- 
ing but once in the history of the territory and State, and within 
a period of twenty years, will be promptly and effectually met. 

Our people are characterized for energy and enterprise. and are 
only too anxious to maintain their reputation in this respect. 
Many non-residents, who are largely interested in the progress and 
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development of the State, have already signified a willingness to 
contribute in aid of those in need; others of this class ought and 
will do their part. Friends, relatives, and old neighbors, resident 
in other states, also are anxious to aid those in our State, and in ` 
need. All such contributions will be gratefully and thankfully 
received. Arrangements are already made along the line of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy railroad and connecting lines, as far 
east as Chicago, to transport all supplies to our State free. No 
expense will attach to those who desire to contribute from a dis- ` 
tance. 

The Patrons of Husbandry, through their Grand Master, W. B. 
Porter, and who is one of the directors, have identified themselves 
with this movement, and will labor for a common purpose. 

The United States army, through Gen. Ord, commanding this 
department, is already taking an active interest and part in the 
effort, and will be of incalculable benefit. Instructions have been 
given in the matter of expenditures in the construction of the 
military post on the Loup, to throw everything possible into the 
hands of settlers, and thus aid them in this manner. 

Let local organizations in our State, to obtain means of relief, be 
formed without delay, as well as those for the reception and dis- 
tribution of contributions, and information furnished the secretary 
of the State society. Further and all detailed information will be 
given on application to the secretary or any of the officers, 

A meeting of the board of directors will be held in Omaha, on 
Monday, the 28th day of September, and continue in session during 
the State fair, at which time they will be pleased to receive any 
suggestions or advice. 

This organization has necessarily been formed hastily, as the 
emergency is one requiring prompt action. It is hoped general 
satisfaction will be given; that all will take hold ዥ a will and 
zeal, and that great good will be the result.

ARTICLES OF ASSOCIATION: AND INCORPORATION OF THE NEBRASKA 
RELIEF AND AID SOCIETY. 


We, the undersigned citizens of the State of Nebraska, do here- 
by organize and associate ourselves together, under the general in- 
corporation laws of the State of Nebraska, as a society for the 
purpose of collecting money, provisions, clothing, seeds, and other 
necessary articles of supplies, and distributing the same among 
the people of the western counties of this State, who have been 
reduced to necessitous circumstances by the drouth and grasshop- 
pers of the past season, and for that purpose do make, establish, 
publish, and declare the following ar ticles of association and i ineor- 
poration: 

First. This incorporation shall be known as, and called, The 
Nebraska Relief and Aid Association. 

Second. The principal place of transacting the business of this 
association shall be, and is, the city of Omaha, Douglas county, 
Nebraska. 

Third. The general nature of the business to be transacted by 
this association is the collecting of money, provisions, clothing, 
seeds, and other necessary articles of supplies, and transporting 
and distributing the same to and among the inhabitants of the 
State of Nebraska who have been rendered destitute by reason of 
the drouth and grasshoppers of the past season. 

Fourth. The time of the commencement of this incorporation 
is hereby fixed to be the 18th day of September, 1874, and shall 
terminate on the 18th day of September, 1900. 

Fifth. The highest amount of indebtedness or liability to 
which this association is at any time to subject itself, is hereby 
fixed at one thousand dollars. 

Sixth. The affairs of this incorporation shall be conducted by 
the following officers: a President, a Vice-President, a Secretary, 
a Treasurer, and a Board of Directors, consisting of thirteen direc- 
tors, which Board of Directors shall have power to appoint from 
their numbers, an executive committee and an auditing committee, 
to invest such committees with such powers, and to impose such 
duties upon them as shall be provided by by-laws or resolutions. 

Seventh. The first meeting of this association shall be held for 
the purpose of perfecting this organization and electing officers 
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thereof, on the 18th day of September, 1874, at half-past 7 o'elock, 
p. M., in the City of Lincoln, Nebraska. 

Eighth. The directors and officers elected at the first meeting, 
under these artieles of ineorporation, shall hold their respective 
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and qual- 
ified, as may be provided by the by-laws.

INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION, 1876. 


UNITED STATES CENTENNIAL COMMISSION. 
PurrApELPHIA, December, 18, 1874. 


To his Excellency R. W. Furnas, Governor of Nebraska, Lincoln, 
Nebraska: 


Believing it would be of interest to you and the people of your 
commonwealth, I have the honor, on behalf of the United States 
Centennial Commission, to advise you briefly of the progress and . 
present condition of the preparation for the International Exhibi- 
tion of .1876, authorized by the acts of Congress in commemoration 
of the (385. Hundredth Anniversary of the Independence of the 
United States. 

There have been set apart by the Commissioners of Fairmount 
Park, for the uses of the Exhibition, four hundred and fifty aeres 
of ground, most eligibly situated and well adapted for the accom- 
modation of the several departments. The buildings have been 
located, much of the grading completed and the general arrange- 
ments of the grounds adapted. Railroad communications from 
every part of the country directly to the Exhibition buildings have 
been established, thus affording the greatest facilities for transport- 
ation of both visitors and objects to and from the Exhibition. 

Although the construction of the Exhibition buildings was not 
commenced until July of this year, the progress made to this date . 
insures their timely completion on a scale and in a manner that 
will answer the requirements of the. Exhibition in every particular. 

The grading and foundations for the main building, covering 
twenty aeres. of ground, are completed, and the placing of the 
superstructure, which is now being prepared, will be commenced 
early in the spring of 1875. 

The Art Gallery, for which the State of Pennsylvania and the 
City of Philadelphia have made liberal and sufficient appropria- 
tions, is in process of construction, with the work far advaneed. 
The Commission has no doubt that this building and the main 
exhibition building, will be in readiness several months before the 
required time. 

I have the honor to transmit herewith full description of E 
- buildings. (A. B.)

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The plans for the Machinery hall, Agricultural hall, and Horti- 
eultural hall, have been adopted, and contracts for their erection 
will be made within a fortnight. 

The actual space covered by the buildings now contemplated 
will exceed forty acres, with facilities for increasing their capacity 
as the demands of the Exhibition may require. 

Applications for space in the several. departments have been 
made by a large number of American manufacturers and others, 
and there is a rapidly growing interest in behalf of the Exhibition 
throughout the country. It is now clearly indicated that the 
industries of the United States will be fully represented, and in a 
manner that will reflect great credit on the extent and character of 
the manufacturing and EE interest of the country. Several 
of the State governments have already taken action to secure a 
complete exhibition of the resources of their respective states, and 
are organizing for this purpose, being in accord with the general 
plans and spirit of the organization and work established by the 
Centennial Commission. "The Board appointed under Executive 
order of the President, January 23d, 1874, and representing the 
Treasury, War, Navy, Interior, Post office, and Agricultural De- 
partments and the Smithsonian Institution, has under careful advise- 
ment the best manner to present a collective Exhibition to illus- 
trate the functions and administrative facilities of the Government. 
The Exhibition that will be made under the supervision of this 
board no doubt will prove one of the most interesting and instruc- 
tive features of the International Exhibition. 

The foreign nations which, up to this date, have si ignified their 
intention to partieipate in the Exhibition are : Germany, Nether- 
lands, Belgium, Sweden and Norway, Spain, France, Liberia, 
Sandwich Islands, Japan, Honduras, Nicaragua, Equador, Hayti, 
Argentine Confederation, Chili, Mexico, Brazil, Guatemala, Pern, 
Venezuela, Salvador, United States of Columbia. 

1 have unofficial advices of extensive preparations being made 
in Austria, Great Britain, Australia, and the Dominion of 
Canada for a large display of the industries of those countries. 

From information received of the preparations being made in 
the different countries of Central and South America, there is 
reason to believe that the display of the resources of the entire | 
continent will be singularly comprehensive and instructive. The 
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interest manifested in the Exhibition in European and oriental 
countries, gives abundant assurance that the representation ofthe 
leading nations of the world will be unusually large. The arrange- 
ments therefore, for the reception and accommodation of foreign 
exhibits are being made on a scale that will answer all demands 
that can now be reasonably anticipated. Notwithstanding the 
many embarrassments that have heretofore surrounded the Exhibi- 
tion, in view of the facts herewith communicated, and the progress 
that has been made in every department during the past six months, 
and relying on the continued patriotic co-operation of the people 
of the country, the Centennial Commission is confident that the 
great national undertaking, committed to its care by the acts of 
Congress, will be crowned in 1876 with a success that will be 
creditable to the Government. The Commission has realized from 
the beginning that the prestige and honor of the nation are 
involved in the enterprise, and the aim therefore has been to 
render it eminently the great illustrative feature of the celebration, 
representing fully the political and industrial growth of the 
country during the century.

To his Excellency Robert W. Furnas, Governor of the State of 
Nebraska: 


Srr: I herewith make the following report, and beg leave that 
you submit the same to the incoming Legislature. 

As United States Centennial Commissioner for the Stateiof 
Nebraska, I would call the attention of the Legislature to the 
Centennial Celebration and International Exhibition of 1876, to 
be held at Philadelphia, commemorating the One Hundredth 
Anniversary of our national existence, and the fitness of taking 
such action, and making the essential appropriation to collect and 
place within the grounds assigned for the exhibiting the varied 
produets and industries of the State. 

The International Exhibition will open April 19th, 1876, com- 
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memorating the battle of Lexington, and continue six months, 
closing October 19th, 1876, the anniversary of the surrender of 
Cornwallis. Nearly seven hundred acres have been set apart for 
the use of the Commission, within Fairmount Park. 

The main structures for the Exhibition will eonsist of five build- 
ings, viz; the Industrial Hall, the Machinery Hall, Horticultural 
Hall, Agricultural Hall, and the Art Gallery, and will have an 
ageregate tloor space of about forty acres. The Industrial and 
Machinery Halls are so designed that they may be enlarged to 
almost double the capacity originally allowed, should the demands 
for space require it. 

Of the foreign governments which have at this date formally 
accepted the President's invitation to participate (there are 
twenty-two in all), many of them have appointed commissioners 
to look after their respective interests. The event will furnish the 
opportunity of showing the advantages this State possesses in 
comparison with other and older States, and I trust the importance 
of the subject will eall forth your careful consideration.
